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A YOUTH'S LARK 
ENDED IN DEATH, 


Wm. Braxton Best Killed by 
a Train Away From Home. 


WENT TO NEWBURG FOR A RIDE. 


THREE COMPANIONS ON THE 


TRIP ESCAPED INJURY. 


Best’s Parents Did Not Know He Had 
Left the City Until Informed by 
Telegraph That He Had 
Been Hurt. 


William Braxton Best, 18-year-old son of 
Frederick W. E. Best of the Baker-Best 
Bricklaying Co., died at Newburg, Mo., 
Sunday afternoon from injuries reecived in 
a railway accident. His remains were 
brought to the family residence, 43220 Hunt 
avenue, Monday morning. The funeral will 
tkae place Wednesday afternoon. 

Young Best left home after supper Satur- 
day evening He did not tell his parents 
that he was going to leave the city. Hie 
went to the Tower Grove Station of thie 
Frisco Railroad, which is at the intersection 
of Tower Grove avenue and Old Manches- 
ter road. 

There he was joined by three other 
all younger than himself. Two of 
were Stanley McNeeley of 1549 Tower Grave 
avenue, and Bradford Bavliss of 1520 Old 
Manchester road. The name of the third 
boy is said to be Harry Burton. 

They all had lived in the neighborhood for 
quite awhile and were on terms of familiar- 
ity with the crews of the Frisco trains 
that pulled into Tower Grove Station regu- 
larly. 

Their familiarity was such as to lead them 
to believe that they could ride “up the 
road” now and then without going through 
the formality of buying a ticket. 

When the regular Frisco train for the 
Southwest came alone Saturday night the 
boys got aboard. The trip as far as St. Clair 
wae uneventful. There the Bayliss and 
Burton boys got off. They intended to do 
some fishing. 

Young Best and the McNeeley boy, whose 
mother says he is only 14 vears old, re- 
mained.on the train, They both fell asleep 
and thé train had reached Newburg when 
young Best awoke. 

“From all the information T can gather 
about this sad affair,”’ said his father Tues- 
day morning, ‘“‘my boy awoke suddenly and 
Faw another train on the adjoining track. 
It was standing still, but in his drowsy 
condition he made a mistake that travelers 
frequently do. He thought his train was 
Standing still and that the other was mov- 
ing. He jumped from his seat and hurried 
to the back platform. 

“Without taking time to investigate he 
Jumped off. The speed with which the train 
he jumped from was moving threw him 
against the cars of the dead train. Hie 
struck with such force that he was thrown 
back on the tracks under the other train, 
and the cars passed over him. 

“This occurred early Sunday morning. Re- 
tween 4 and 6 in the morning I was awak- 
ened by a messenger boy with a telegram 
saying that my boy had been injured tn a 
wreck at Newburg and that both his lees 
were cut off. I had no idea before that the 
boy was In Newburg or that he had left the 
city at all. I immediately went down to the 
station and wired to Newburg. They told 
me two dactors were treating the boy and 
that there was a chance for him to recover 
The next thing I heard was at 2 o'clock that 
afternoon when I received a telezram stat- 
ing that he was dead. 

“I do not blame the railroad company. |! 
think the boys themselves were ta blame 
for taking the ride in the way they did.’ 

Young Best was employed in the Ameri- 
can Car Co.'s plant near Tower Grove Sta- 
tion. He wae the second son tn his family. 
His parents are well to and live in a 
pretty home. 

The boys who started on the fatal trip 
with him were not In the neighbarhood of 
their homes Tuesday morning. It was said 
that they had gone downtown to buy a 
floral emblem for their friend.

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AUSTIN CITIZENS CONCLUDE NOT 
TO REBUILD THE DAM. 
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Effort Will Be Made to Restore the 
Old Water Plant—State Aid for 
Flood Sufferers. 


AUSTIN, Tex., April 10.—The flood situa- 
tion here improving somewhat, but the 
reports from below indicate that 
the full effect of the immense volume of 
water is being felt in Wharton and La- 
fayette Counties, everything being tinun- 
dated. and much of property and live 
siock being reported. In Bastrop County 
the flood has caused much damage to prop- 
ertp interest and something lke WO wash- 
outs and josses of bridges are reported by 
the railways. In the southern part of this 
county several persons are missing, the 
number representing a family of six Ital- 
lans and two negro families. It may be 
that they have but no informa- 
tion can be secured as to their whereabouts, 
and as their homes have been washed away 
it is presumed that they perished in the 
rushing waters. 

The river is receding rapidly at this point 
and above, notwithstanding the fact that 
another heavy rise was reported early this 
morning on the Concho, 12 miles north of 
here. 

Reports from La 
County, are to the effect 
of the lower portion of the 
water, the property lose is small. 
is missing. 

The. International Railway and the Mis- 
6ourl, Kansas & Texas have been seriously 
crippled by the floods. The first named 
road has had 500 washouts and lost bridges 
on ite road from Hearne to the Rio Grande, 
The Missouri, Kansas & Texas is likewise 
a heavy lvuser, having to abandon much of 
its track altogether and use the Inturna- 
tional from Taylor to Milano and the Santa 
Fe track from there to North Texas points. 
lt is not believed that the damage to the 
cotton crop will be of such extent as has 
been predicted from some places, as the 
season is yet early and all the crop can be 
replanted. 

The citizens of this city held a mass meet- 
ing at which the consensus of opinion was 
that it was not feasib.e to rebulia the dain 
and power house, although no definite ac- 
tion was taken thereon. A proposition was 
made to the meeting by the old water com- 
pany, whase plant has likewise’ suffered 
much from the flood, that they would take 
all the wiring of the city plant and such ot 
their apparatus as could be recovered from 
the wreckabe, pay fair value for the same 
and rejuvenate their plant here and furnish 
the city with water and Iight works, The 
proposition was handed over to a commit- 
tee of 2B citizens. In the meantime the wa- 
ter and light committee met and instructed 
its superintendent to at once secure from 
New Orleans or some other available point 
a steam engine by which it Is hoped that 
the city can operate one of its big pumps 
which remains intact and furnish the city 
with water until some more definite ar- 
Tangements can be made. Much fear is be- 
ing entertained with regard to the sanitary 
Situation of Austin, as the city is already 
beginning toa show the effects of lack of 
drainage water. Gov. Sayers to-day gave 
the cit¥ $00 out of the flood sufferers’ fund 
to be expended in behalf of the poor of the 
«lity who have been homeless. All such are 
being well provided for and there is no 
danger of their suffering.

$96 to the e@emount of annual income 
which a widow may have without forfeit- 
ing rizht to a pension.

there wae a dopth of 10 feet of water pouring over the crest. 
Here wae a wall i0 feet high added to the dam _ without 
fFirengthening she however. On the contrary, by acting as a 
wall. it made the body of water pressing on the dam 10 feet 
deeper. The dam was 70 feet high. But, owing to the enor- 
Mious rise in the reservoir, it had to hold back a body of water 
R80 feet deep. It is a law of hydraulics that the pressure in 
Water increases with the depth. Hence, a dam should be 
bullt stron@ enouch to allow for every extra inch that may 
pour over its crest in a period of extraordinary rainfall. 

How many other dams in the country are weaker than they 
should be? Now is the time to make an investigation. 

It is a matter of life and death and should not be left to 
chance or individual choice. It is the duty of the Government 
to protect the peeple in thetr lives and property from the re- 
sults of insecure dams.

M. Gabriel. a French journalist, director of the Petit Meri- 

donial, at Montpellier, has discovered a method of employing 
blind persons, by which they can become useful and earn 
good wages. In this work the telephone, phonograph and 
typewriter are used. 
. It is found that the blind are unusually well qualified for 
receiving telepnonic messages, their attention not being as 
easily diverted as that of seeing persons and their hearing 
being very acute. A blind person is stationed at the tele- 
phone. Upon receiving the message he repeats it into a phono- 
graph, and later writes it out ona writing machine, it being 
found that the blind possess amazing skill in manipulating 
the keys of this machine. 

There are many branches of modern industry where this 
system could be utilized. It should afford one more means 
of making useful and happy an unfortunate class of our fel- 
low-beings.

In the Struggle His Fingers Were Ter- 
ribly Cut—Charles McLean’s Af- 
fliction the Cause of Great 
Grief to His Family.

In the presence of his brother and a score 
of his campanions, Charles McClean, 17 
years old of 6508 Vernon avenue, cut his 
throat from ear to ear Saturday afternoon. 

The brother, Alexander McClean, caught 
the knife by the blade and Charles in his 
frenzy, jerked it away, nearly severing Al- 
exander’s fingers. In the fierce fight for the 
possession of the knife which ensued both 
(Charles and Alexander received severe cuts 
on the hands and wrists. 

Despite the terrible injury inflicted it 1s 
believed Charles will recover. He is now at 
St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

The attempted suicide occurred in front 
of the McClean residence. 

A seore of persons witnessed the conflict 
between the brothers, but none dared to 
interfere. As it was he chased one of the 
boys who only escaped by quickly climbing 
a tree, 

Mrs. McClean says Charles was suffering 
from temporary aberration of the mind 
and that his effort at self-destruction was 
unpremediated. 

For several years the young man has 
suffered from epilepsy and serious nervous 
attacks. But at no time, his family assert. 
was he violent. During the spells he lapsed 
into a state of eemi-consciousness.
